Theſe Points being briefly drifatched, I 
ſhall beg Leave to add a Word of Application, 
ſuggeſted by tlie Tenour of the Diſcoufſe, 
and adapted to the Circumſtances of my ſe- 
veral Hearers. And may that adorable Jr- 
sus, who has exchanged his Croſs for an 
heavenly Crown, accompany all with his 4. 
vine Bleſſing ! — Let us then enquire, 1/, In 
what the Apoſtle did not glory? — Not in 
the Greatneſs of his Learning, as a Scholar, 
He was brought up at the Feet of Gamaliel : 
Was educated by the moſt famous -Tutor of 
the Age. Nor was his Genius, or his Induſ- 
try, inferior to the other Advantages of his 
Education. Yet all theſe Advantages, with 
their correſpondent Acquilitions, he account- 
ed no better than pompous Ignorance, or re- 
fined Folly. | 

Not in the $!r:#ne/s of his Life, as a Few. 
In this reſpect, he profited above his Equals : 
Was taught accordms to the perfect Manner of

the Law of the Fathers“; after the ftraiteft Sett 


of their Religion he lived a Phariſee t: Was 
zealous, exceedingly zealous, of the Whole 
ceremonial Law, and of all the traditional 
Conſtitutions. Which Accompliſhments muſt 
finiſh his Character among his Countrymen ; 
muſt open his Way to fome of the firſt Ho- 
nours of the Nation , and give him a Name 
among thoſe Worthies, 42 are reputed he 
Excellent of the Earth. But whatothers count- 
ed Gain, this he counted Loſs for Chriſt, 
Not in the Fminency of his Gifts, nor in the 
Extent of his Uſefulneſs, as a Chriſtian Miniſ- 


ter. He had been caught up into the third 


Heaven ; had heard the Words of God; and: 
ſeen the Viſton of the Almighty ; had wrought. 
all manner of Wonders, and Signs, and 
mighty Deeds. What was ſtill more va- 
luable, he had planted Churches, and con- 
verted- Souls. His T.abours were gone out 
into all Lands, and his Words into the Ends 
of the Earth. Yet all theſe Acquirements, 
before the infinite GOD, were defeclive All 
theſe Performances, in point of Juſtification: 
were m/ufficient. Therefore in none of theſe 
he gloried. Which reminds me of the ſe- 
cond Enquiry.

Stupid Creature! perhaps ſome may 
reply, to undervalue the moſt ſubſtantial 
* Endowments, and glory in Infamy itſelf!“ 
hut ſtop a Moment, and hear the Apoſtle 
farther. He glories in the Croſs of Cuk ist, 
that illuſtrious Perſon, who was anointed to 
he the all-inſtructing Prophet, the all-atoning 
Prieſt, and the all-conquering King of the 
Church. In the Croſs of CHRIS JE- 
sus; who, by / Diſcharge of all thoſe im- 
portant Offices, ſhould /ave his People from 
me Dominion of Sin, and from the Damna- 
tion of Hell. In the Croſs of Chriſt Jeſus, 
oUR LoRD; and not ours only, but Lord of 
All. - Who doeth according to his Will, in 
the Army of Heaven, and among the Inhabi-

And is it pothble for any human Heart to 
comemplate the Croſs of ſo divine a Being, 
and not to glory?

It is moſt charm- 
ingly delineated, throughout the whole Bible, 
It is the Beginning of Heaven in the human 
Soul. And its proper Origin is from the 


Crofts of our divine Maſter : - For through 
the Merits of his Death, Sinners are made

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Partakers of the Holy Spirit; who writes up- 
on their Hearts, and makes legible, in their 
Converſation, what was antiently written up- 
on the Mitre of the Hrgh-Prieſt, Hol rNESS 
To THE LORD And oh! what a Motive 
is the Croſs of Chriſt to the Exerciſe of every 
Virtue! He died; my Lord, my Fudge, my 
King, died; to redeem me from all Iniquity, and 
make me zealous of go:d Works, How power- 
fully, far beyond any naked Inftruftions, or 
abſtraft Reaſonings, do ſuch Conſiderations in- 
vite us, urge us, conſtrain us, to rengunce all 
Ungodlineſs, and adorn the Goſpel of Gop, 
our Saviour! ; 

Another Rleſſing is, Kifory over Death. — 
This alfo 1s the Fruit of that once deteſted, 
but now ever beloved, Tree. For thus it 1s 
written; That, through Death, be might deſtroy 
hin who had the Power of Death ;, that is, the 
Devil; and deliver them who through Fear of 
Death, were all their Life-time ſubjeft to Bon- 
dage *. The Devil is ſaid to have the Power 
of Death; becauſe, by tempting, too ſucceſs- 


fully, our firſt Parents, he brought Death in- 


to the World; becauſe, by tempting their 
Poſterity to Sin, and too often prevailing, he 
arrays Death in Horror; he arms Death with 
its Sting, But CHRIST, by expiating our 
Guilt, has ditarmed this laſt Enemy, has 
taken away its Sting; and made it not Lots, 
but Gain, to die. —— The Gay, and the 
Fleal:by, know not how to form an Eſtimate 

0 
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of this Deliverance. Nor can any Words of 
mine deſcribe it, with proper Energy. Go 
to dying Beds; there you will learn its true 
Worth. Aſk ſome agonizing Friend , he, 
and he alone, can tell you, what a Mos 
it is, to have the King of Terrors converted 
into a Meſſenger of Peace. 

One Bleſſing more I would mention, and 
earneſtly wiſh it to all my Hearers; An En- 
trance into Heaven, This too is the Produce. 
of our Redeemer's Croſs. — St. John ſaw a. 
bright Aſſembly of happy Beings, clothed. 
with white Robes, and Palms in their Hands; 
rejoicing before the Throne of Gop. Theſe, 
ſaid one of the venerable- Elders, are tbey 
who. came out of great Tribulation, and have 
waſbed their Robes, aud made them white in the, 
Blood of the Lamb. THEREFORE are they le- 
fore the Throne“. They came out of great Tri- 
bulation : They ſuffered, it is probable, in the 
Service of Chriſt, Perhaps, they. laid dow:1 
their Lives for his Sake. But bis was not 
their Paſſport into the Regions of Blifs. They 
waſhed their Robes in the Blood of the Lamb-: 
They had. applied to their -own Souls, the. 
Merits and Atonement of the crucified Ju- 
sus. By this Means, they. were preſented, 
without Spot, and blameleſs. On his Ac- 
count, they were admitted to“ ſee the King, 
of Heaven in his Beauty t, and to be ever, 
ever, with the Lord, 

| Since 
Kev. vii. 9. 14, 15. + Jui xxxiii. 17. 
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Since then the Croſs of CnhRIST was de- 
monſtrative of ſuch ſtupendous Love; ſince it 
is productive of Benefits, both inn umerable and 
in valuable; was there not a Cauſe, for the 
Apoſtle to glory on this Behalf? Nay, might 
not the very Stones have cried out, to re- 
proach him with In/enſibility and Ingratitude, 


if he had neglected to glory in the Croſs of 


CHRIST. And ſince this Love was ſhew- 
ed; theſe Benefits were procured; not for 
Him only, but for Us, and for all generati- 
ons; does not this afford me an Opportunity 
of applying the Doctrine to each particular 
Hearer ? 

1. Let me addreſs, or rather let me con- 
gratulate, my Brethern in the Miniftry. 
Though you cannot controul the Laws of 
Nature; though you cannot ſee into the Se- 
crets of Futurity ; you have the ſame Cauſe 
of Glorying, with the very chiefeſt of the A- 
poſtles. A Cauſe of Glorying, which that 
holy Man of Gop eſteemed, far above all 
ſuch miraculous Abilities. You have the 
Croſs of CHRIST, | 

For your Study as Men : | 
For your Hopes, as Chriſtians : 
For your Preaching, as Miniſters, 

For your Study, as Men. Here, the rea- 
ſoniug Faculties may exert themſelves, with 
. Improvement, and everlaſting 
Delight. Here, we contemplate the Won- 
ders, the unparalleled Wonders, of a Gop. 
inade Man: Dying, as a Pattern of Pa- 

uence; 
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tience; as a Martyr for Truth; as an all- 
erfect Sacrifice for Sin: Here, the Lorb 
EHOVAH hath fully granted, what his Ser- 
vant My/es ſo earneſtly requeſted; He hath 
made all his Glory to paſs before the aſto- 
niſhed Eyes of Angels, and of Men. Here, 
Juſtice has ſet her moſt awful Terrors in Ar- 
ray, and Goodneſs appears with the moſt at- 
tractive Lovelineſs and Beauty. Here, Truth, 
more unſhaken than a Rock, takes her im- 
moveable Stand ; and Mercy, tenderer than 
the Mother's Tear, yearns with Bowels of 
everlaſting Pity. In a word; the Croſs of 
Cu xls r is a conſpicuous Theatre, on which 
all the divine Perfections unite, and harmo- 
nize, and ſhine forth with tranſcendent 

Luſtre. ] Eo 
As Chriſtians, we have, in the Croſs of 
Cari1sT, the richeſt Proviſion for our own 
Spiritual Wants. This is a Foundation of 
the ſublimeſt Hope, and a Fountain of the 
moſt exuberant oy. This aftords Matter 
for the deepeſt Humility, and yields Fuel for 
the moſt flaming Love. Faith in our cruci- 
fied Jes us, is an ever-aCtive Principle of the 
moſt chearful and exact Obedience: Is an am- 
ple and inexhauſtible Magazine, from which 
we may fetch Arms to conquer; abſolutely 
conquer, the Allurements of the World, 
the Solicitations of Fleſh, and the Temptati- 
ons of the Devil. — By this, a Way is open- 
ed for us into the Holy of Holies; and what 
may we not venture to aſk, what may we 
we 
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tit expect to receive, who have the Blood of 
the everlaſting Convenant to plead, in all our 
Approaches to the Throne of Grace? — Hav- 
ing, therefore, /uobþ an High-Prieft ; having, 
in his Croſs, amſcarchablè Riches : Who ſhall 
make our glorying void? What ſhall hin- 
der us from rejoicing and ſaying? * Blefled 
„ be Gop. for theſe opening Beauties of 
„Spring! Bleſſed be Gop, for the expected 
* Fruits of Autumn! Rleſſed be God, for 
* ten thouſand thouſand Gifts of his indul- 
« gent Providence! But, abeve all, bleſſed 
be Gop, for the Croſs of CHRIST. . 

As Miniſters of the Goſpel, We are not 
left to ſet before our Hearers, a Syſtem of 


refined Heatheni/m , or to entertain them wit 


cold fpiritleſs Lectures of Virtue. No; we 
have the nfinitely tender Love, the immenſely 


free Grace, of the bleeding dying IAM AN u- 


EL, to diſplay, to improve, to enforce. 
And is there a Topic, in the whole Compaſs 
of Oratory, ſo admirably calculated, to touch. 
the fineft Movements of the Soul, and ſtrike 
all the inward Springs of Action, with the 
moſt perſuaſive Energy? — Would we alarm. 
the Supine, or intimidate the Preſumptuons ? 
We may call them to behold Gop's own 
Son, weltering in Blood; Gop's own Son, 
transfixed with the Arrows of Juſtice, We 
may hid them conſider ; if Judgment begins 
with the immaculate Mediator, where Nall 
the irreclaimable, Sinner appear? How will 
he e/cape the — how bear the Weight, 

ot 
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of God's everlaſting Vengeance? Would 
we comfort the Diſtreſſed? We may point 
them to an Atonement, whoſe Merits are infi- 
nite, and able to fave to the very uttermoſt. 
We may lead them to a Righteouſicls, 
whoſe Efficacy is unbounded, and ſufficient 
to juſtify the Ungodly. And what Balm can 
be ſo fovereign, for a wounded Conſcience ? 
— Are we to ſupport the Vea, and ani- 
mate the Doubting ® Here, we may ſhew 
them Promiſes; free Promiſes, exceeding 
great and precious Promiſes; ratified by the 
Oath of Jenov an, and ſealed by the Blood 
of his Son. And what Cordials can be fo 
reſtorative, to the drooping Chriſtian ? 

In ſhort; the Doctrine of the Croſs, is 
ſuited to anſwer all the great Ends of our 
Miniftry, and promote all the truly valuable 
Intereſts of our People. By this, the Holy 
Spirit delights to work; and this, O Satan, 
hall be thy Plague: This, O Sin, ſhall be thy 
Deftruttion ®. However, therefore, the 
Croſs might be to the Jews a Stumbling-block, 
and to the Greeks Fooliſhneſs, Gop, forbid, 
that we ſhould glory in any rhing elſe! Let 
this be the Alpha and Omega, the Beginning 
and Ending, of all our public Miniſtrations. 
Let Us leave a Savour of this Knowlege, in 
every pale Company. Let it appear, 
from all our Converlation ; That the Afﬀec- 
trons of cur Heart, and the Laboyrs of our 
Life, are devoted to cur adored Redeemer's 

Croſs.
